ARAJEVO, always one of the
maost fruitful breeding places In
Europe of conspiracies and re-
volts, first against the Turks
and then against the Austrlans,

the scone of the nasassinatlon of the
Archduke Francls Ferdinand, heir-
apparent to the thrones of Austria and
Hungary, and his wife, the duchess of
Hohenberg, 18 thus described by a
wr'lter for the Nuational Geographlc
soclety:

One of the beauty spots of the Bal-
kans is that occupled by the Bosnian
capital, Barajevo. It is bullt upon
the River Miljacka, a small tributary
of the Bosna, and spreads over both
slopes of the narrow valley to the
rugged hills. Partlally orlental, and
wholly set In the green and emerald
of its gardens and nelghboring well-
Wwooded hilla. Sarajevo 18 frequently
called the “Damascus of the North."
The city lles in the southeastern cor-
ner of Bosnla, 122 miles southwest of
Belgrade. With a growing population
of 60,000 and a thriving commerce
and industry, it has been fast losing
its eastern character, reconstructing
the old Turkish eity to conform to the
burposes of western progress.

Sarajevo is an Important commer-
clal entrepot, a distributing center for
Bosnia, Herzegovina, Dalmatia and
Montenegro. Its large bazaar is a fa-
vorite market place for the peasants
of the whole province, while its com-
misslon houses conduct the exchange
of Bosnlan agricultural and mineral
producta with the manufactories o?
other parts of the empire. It has pot-
terles, silk mills, a tobacco factory,
and a large individual, or house in-
dustry, which produces fine embrolg-
erles, rugs, embossed and filigree
work. i
Barajevo was founded in 1262 by the
Hungarian, General Cotroman, and
was enlarged by the Turks and se-
lected for their administrative Bos-
nian headquarters. Followlag the
Austrian occupation of 1878, it was
largely rebuilt and has been steadily
Increasing In prosperity. Its inhabl-
tants are mostly Serbo-Croats,

Bosnia a Fertile Land.

Bosnia is ® land of wooded moun-
tains and fertile valleys. There 1is
very little unproductive land within
its confines, for what Is not In grain,
fruit, or meadow cultivation Is pasture
land and forest, Moreover, Bosnla ‘s
rich in minerals, which include coal,
Iron, copper, chrome, manganesse, cin-
na, zine and mereury. Gold and ellver
were worked among its mountains by
the Romans, and, In those days, it
was celebrated for its richness Ia
these preclious metals. It has, also,
valuable salt mines and marble quar-
rles, ;

This province, however, is chlafiy
agricultural. Moré than 90 per cent
of the population fa engaged in farm-
ing the country according to the moat
antlquated of methods. Much of the
frultful land remains uncullivated.
The chief European ceresls and frults
are raised. Tobacco Is one of Bosnla's
best-known products, and many dis-
ceriminatiug emokers in all parts of
the world insist upon the Bosnian
leaf. This tobacco, however, does not
compare in richness with the product
of American, Cuban or Australasian
flelds.. It hes a pale, yellow leaf,
and has a splcy fragrance similar to
that of burning autumn leaves. Drled
plums and tobacco are two important
Items of the export.

The province has an arex of 16,170
square miles, and a population of near-
‘ly 2,000,000. This population i§ but
little mived. There is a sprinkling of

Something About Herzegovina.

Herzegovina Is a continuation of
the Montenegro mountains, It has
an area of 3630 square miles, or,
added to Montenegro,. would about
double that tiny kingdom’s territory.
It would also bring 200,000 more per-
sons under the scepter of King Nich-
olas. Montenegrin statistics make one
realize what a prize Herzegovina
would be. Montenegro has an area
of 5,650 square miles and a popula-
tion of 520,000,

Herzegovina joins Montenegro in
south and Bosnia in the north. The
mountain formations of Bosnia and
Herzegovina are similar, but the lat-
ter land is not so fertile as ita larger
neighbor. 'There Is a saying that
"Bosnila begins with the forest,
Herzegovina with the rock” Here,
however, may be enjoyed some of the
most beautiful scenery of Europe, and
there are numberless choice Ierze-
govinlan sites that in the future may
be developed fnie famous and well-
paying eeasonsl resorts,

A large part of the land {s barren,
having a number of bare peaks rising
more than 7,000 feet. The eastern part,
toward Berbia, is especially barren
and rocky. The rivers of Herzegovina
plunge underground for great stretches
on their courses to the eea. There
is just one river in this province that
manages to godte whole journey with-
out once forsaking the surface. The
valleys are the only fertlle parts of
the province, and most of these are
very narrow. -Grapes of fine quality
are raised In them, and fairly good
native wines are produced. Excellent
tobacco is grown; that s, it is con-
aldered excellent by those who prefer
tobacco as fragrant as cloves and

Mostar, the capital of Herzegovina,
is a picture city, a fascinating oriental
town in a setting of wonderful beauty.
Sheer, massive eliffs inclose it on one
side, while distant mountains divide
the valley on the other. Mostar has
& population of about 15,000, almost
entirely Slavonic. Islam, however,
shares abont equally with Roman
Cathollcism the religious converts.
The mountaineers of Herzegovina are
llke their neighbors, the Mentenegrins,
in their sturdy Independerice. It was
they who startéd the rebelllon against
the Turks in 1875, which, spreading
throughout the Balkans and finally be-
ing taken up by Russia, Ted finally to

the congress of ‘Berlin Aakd the birth
of several new atates into the family
of natlons,
